NO NEED FOR BLACK PESSIMISM 
ABOUT OUR SOCCER FUTURE 


By PAUL MacKENZIE 


There is some weird and wonderful reasoning going on in Soccer 
circles in the wake of the continued Everton success. 


Point Score Changes 


There were more rises 
and falls on the Northern 
Soccer League First Divi- 
sion premiership points 
score table as a result of 
matches last week-end. 

Lake Macquarie, still the 
only undefeated team, holds 
its position at the top of 
the table, one point in 
front of Awaba. 

Wallsend's five-one win 
against Cardiff has taken it 
from sixth place to third, 
its three home wins giving 
it the rise, although it has 
lost its two matches away 
from the Palace. Adams- 
town, which was third, 
dropped to fifth place after 
ils loss at Speer’s Point but 
West Wallsend, despite its 
loss at Mayfield, holds 
fourth position on goal 
average. Cardiff was fifth 
but now is sixth, Mayfield 
United moved from eighth 
to seventh place, from 
which Maitland — slipped 
down to ninth, Newcastle 
Austral moving up one to 
be now cighth. Cessnock, 
yet to win a match and 
with only two draws in ils 
five matches, remains at 
the foot of the table — an 
undignified position for a 
team of such tradition and 
one that includes so many 
skilled players. 


NORTHERN LEAGUE POINTS 


Most oft-heard claim is 
that it is useless to bring 
top-class sides from oyer- 
seas to meet an Australian 
team, since the result is a 
foregone conclusion and 
that a better plan would be 
to bring TWO top ranking 
teams to Australia and let 
them play each other. 


What kind of nonsense is 
this? How can Australian 
Soccer advance unless its 
players meet those who are 
better? And the Australian 
team showed last Saturday 
When, while certainly a de- 
served winner, Everton did 
not have matters as much 
its own way as it did a 
week earlier when it met 
almost the same Australian 
team in Melbourne. The 
Australians left no doubt 
they had learnt a lot in a 
week and, for part-time 
players, did pretty well... 
and will do better for hav- 
ing met the Everton side, 
Much has been gained from 
the defeats, not the least of 
the lessons being that speed 
is an essential — speed not 
only in movement but also 
in thought. 


As for this drivel about 
bringing two sides to Aus- 
tralia to give exhibitions, 
let’s cast our minds back to 
1953 when England was 
one of the world’s top Soc- 


HOME MATCHES 
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cer sides. A Hungarian 
team, coached by Jimmy 
Hogan—an Englishman by 
the way — went to the 
Empire Stadium at Wemb- 
ley and shocked the Soccer 
world by giving the might 
of England a 6-3 drubbing, 
Then, in the same year, 
England repaid the visit 
and was crushed by Hun- 
gary on ‘a Budapest ground 
to the tune of seven goals 
to one. 

Did one hear suggestions 
that England should with- 
draw from international 
football and that two sides 
from other countries should 
be brought to England to 
show how the game should 
be played? Not Pygmalion 
likely. There was, instead, 
an outery for a revival of 
British Soccer's flagging 
fortunes. The demand was 
heeded and England set 
about regaining lost pres- 
tige. 

Well, Australia has no 
such high prestige to re- 
store bul .if it was good 
enough for England to be 
donkey-walloped as it was 
by Hungary and fight back, 
it is equally good for Aus- 
tralia, And Australia will 
improve, but only through 
its defeat by Soccer mast- 
ers who can teach the Aus- 
tralians as Everton has 
done. 


AWAY MATCHES 
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Toss out this negative 
thinking that the Australian 
Soccer cause is hopeless. 
Far from it! Australian 
Soccer has shown that it 
has what it takes. Its Soc- 
cer, on an international 
level, is certainly in the 
rough but the material is 
here and needs only the 
application of the necessary 
polish to shine, 

When all is said and 
done, Australia is doing 
pretty well for a country 
whose players do not de- 
vote all their working hours 
to the job, but who can 
still hold one of the world’s 
mightiest club teams to a 
reasonable score.
